For several years, in fact from tho 
earliest days of tho firet gold lovor in 
1858, wo bavo feltifc was imposslblofor 
Vioiorift to attain to any commercial 
'importanoe, to attract ebipping to her 
Bhores, or to beoomo a port whore 
disabled TOBBeU would naturally sock 
the means to enable them to procood 
on their voyage, nnloss a great doo 
siderntum was sappUcd. This 
desideratnm is a dry dock or patent 
slip-^sn apparatus and a spot within 
the barber of Yictoria where a ship 
niay rely on receiving tho attention 
hor wants demand. It has been 
urged ovor and over again, on tlio 
Btroets, in tho legislative balls and by 
the Press upon tho notice of the local 
Goverruneut, tho Imperial Govern*, 
mcnt and upon capitalitita gonor/illy 
that the need was great and tho profit 
certain. It has been shown limes out 
of mind that the great fleet of merohant 
^liips iiiat confiiaiitlv (duutrlj tliu ■.. alori, 
of tho 8trail8 in quest oi iuinbur nnd 
coal frequently require repairs which 
can be only temporarily efioctod here 
or on the Sound, and that at a risk of 
Bubecquont loss they are forced to 
proceed on to San Prancisco, where 
facilities abound, thoro to undergo 
a thorough overhaul at enormous ox- 
peuse;'' Instances have been cited 
without number of thousands of doU 
Isrs -that would have been expended 
in refitting ships at this port which, 
nnder the oironmstanooB, have been 
expended elsewhere because the moans 
for effeotiog the repairs are not at 
hand. For years wo have seen money 
going through tho Colony seeking 
investment. Babble coal, copper, gold 
and silver companies have arisen from 
timo to titno, and found ready eulo far 
their "foot" and shai-es at perfectly 
astounding figures. Eoal estate has 
reached pi ices appalling to oxpori- 
encod speculators. Enormous sums 
have been sunk in the purchase of 
mining claims, situated nowboro, by 
parties who hoped to enjoy their otium 
cum dignitate for tho remainder 
of thoir days from tho dividends 
which they implicitly believed would be la- 
alized frnm the inveatmenis. Theio was just 
enough uncertainty and dcubt i>t;out sucli 
investr.eota to insure victims. ^Vhen money 
was flush here, such "securiiies" sold well; 
but opproiich a oapilolist with a proposition 
to build a dry dock ; show beyond the 
ebadow of a chance of foiluro that by in* 
Tosling SI6.000, $20,000 or 830,000 in the 
CODStroolioo of a patent slip capable of rais- 
iDR veasela of 1000 tons, a baodsome profit 
oonid be realized, and that tbe towo would 
be benefitted by tbe mooey spent in it, and he 
woald ioTBtiably torn bis back and lay out 
bis surplus capital in tbe parcbaee of feet in 
a bobble 'OompaDy. In vain a long catalorruo 
of distreesed ship;, and long columns of 
figores repropeQtinjj; tho sums laid out iu 
Ibeir partiul refit might be gone over ; in 
Tain ha might be lold thnt twice as many 
more ships, despairing of being aocomiiio- 
dated hero, had sailed for tho harbor and 
taken refuse at porta on Puget Sound, where 
the facilities lor " patching " arc quite equal 
to,.our onrot Tbe project was altogetber too 
tahgible— the "risky " eloaioot was wanting, 
and away went Mr Capitalist, in nine cases 
oot of ten to throw bis Borplos cash down 
the shaft of a promising copper or cool 
"line. So W8 have gnno on fronn year to 
year, and alter an osistHrioo ol a decade as 
a recognized commerciul port, Victoria is 
still v/ithout tho moans of allording accorn* 
modation and thorouyli repuir to u diaulded 
ship. We are pioiiHeil to observe that tin- 
City Counuil, wiih commondablo oncrt^y nod 
wisdom, have ilolormined that this condition 
of th iiga elmll not continue fur a moment 
longer than they can help ; aod at tlieir last 
meeting it waa resolved to apply to tbe 
LeKialative Ooonoil tor antbority to create a 
loan, pot exceeding $35,000, the money to 
le^xpended in tbe oonstruoiloa of a patent 
•lip within tbe harbor of Viotoria capable uf 
taking on a vessel of 800 or 1000 toiiB 
burthen. It was shown by Councillor Gibbs, 
when introducing tho resolution, that at the 
lowest cBtiinato (ten veshcla per yenr of 250 
tons cr.ch, and allowing each vesBol to re- 
main on tho filip but five days), deducting 
$2100 for inlorcat, at C per cent, on tho loan, 
a profit ol S.'J0O would remain to tho city, 
should it deci'le to work the slip itself ; while 
■ffero it leased to n shipbuilder bound 
down to pay all espouses conneoted )viih its 
working aod maintain it in repair, the rent 
would prove a soorce of revenue to tiiu ciiy, 
and the legitimaie soppllos of the ship and

Nicholas I5iddlo and gunboat Forward, 
aboQt SlSOOOoa ropaira to ihoir hulls.

Tho victorious rebels entered Osoka 
iind burned a house of the Tycoon and a 
number of Governincnt buildings, tho 
Tycoon makiiif^ his escape on board the 
U. S. ship Iroquois, and ultimately to bis 
own frigate, tbe KayoD, which immed- 
iately left for Ve^do. The Foreign Le- 
gations were nil forced nt once to leave 
0-aka, and iniike the best of their way to 
Klobe, which place was iinraediatftly 
[iliiced under t!io prolcclion of foreign 
forces. Shortly afterwards an American 
and Frenchman ^ were attacked and 
wounded by a body of Japanese troops. 
Tho Japanese out of Klobo placed the 
settlement nnder martial law, nnd placed 
live ships belongini; to tho daimos under 
the guns of our vessels. An officer ar- 
rived I'roai Sutsuma, but was told that the 
Ministers wonld coafer with neue but tbe 
I'riiiccs themselves. After a few days a 
high functionary from the Jlikado, or the 
l']iiipeior himseir, arrived and requested 
iui interview, which led lo tho end of the 
siiite of siciie and the acquiescence of for- 
eigners ill the altered state of ufTaira. It 
transpired that the Emperor, although 
but a child, was still supreme, and all 
orders issued in hia name must be obeyed 
■.::r;j;!L'honL tlif innii. 'i'hc foreigners ihiit 
liad already lieen entered into tlio foreign 
setlleiueiit wonld ho placed under tho 
oflieers of tho Daimios, who would replace 
those of the Tycoon. Tho losses of for- 
eigners would be paid, and tbe Japanese 
olliciol, who was the moans of tho out" 
break, should bo decapitated. Tho 
prompt and decisive action of the foreign- 
ers has had a wholesome oiTect njion the 
Japanese, nnd no further trouble is anti- 
cipated. On the. departure of the func- 
tionary, it was understood that at. no 
distant day tho Miuister.3 would visit tho 
Emperor at Kiota. Tho Tycoon arrived 
at Yeddo and great efforts were at once 
miuio to collect troops from nil quarters 
and to purciiaso arms and ammunition. 
Several foreign steamers, among them P. 
S. S. Go's steamer Hermann were em. 
ployed in the conveyance of troops from 
the coast of Yoddo, and active prepara- 
tions of defence were entered t'pon. 
Yokoliaina was garrisoned by about 
2,fjU0 troops, of whom 500 are said to bo 
from tho Tycoon's body guard and picked 
men. Nagasaki was quietly handed over 
to tho new government, but nil seems to 
point lo a determined stand. The Ty- 
coon in his capital is in a most favorable 
position; if he can only find loyal servants 
and good generals he may hold this half 
cf tbe Empire without diSicalty. ~

New Tobk, April 7— Ao Ottawa special 
says the exoitemeni is iDoreasing. A private 
meeting of tho Ministers bad been held, and 
it is intimated that fools have been devel- 
oped, showing tbe existence of n secret band 
of desperadoes to murder all the stroug unii- 
Feoian roambcra of Parliament. Informa- 
tion is also received that a grand Fenian 
outbreak is immineot throughout tbe Domin- 
ion ; and it hns also been discovoted that 
McGoo (T. D'Arcy ?) was murdered by a New 
York Fenian who had been detailed by the 
Secret Secretary for that purpose, the duty 
being decided by drawiog Iota. It i? rumored 
that a French revolulionary aociety iu the 
lower Provinces Is acting in concert with the 
Fenians. Theats of retaliation upon all 
koowQ Fenians are openly made by members 
of the Biitiah Parliament and other assassin- 
ations will probably follow.
